Horace Barnhart, representing the Lions Committee on Playgrounds, appeared

before the Council and reminded the Oounoil of the needs of the playgrounds for

next year and asked that provision be made for the maintenance of same* The Mayor

assured him that the Oounoil would do the very best they could.

An estimate of the cost of widening Wichita Street between 19th and 20th

Streets, in the sum of $565*04-, made by City Engineer Metcalfe, was read, and

Mayor McFadden moved that the City Engineer be directed to proceed with the

widening of said street under the suggestions and estimate furnished by him. Motion
